The lunmn Imbibition is a center 


about, which cluster all that is vultuiblo 
in life, ami from \vlik-h is to i\uliato tho 
sweet ami beautiful iiiUuomvs of 
;i 


homo. Hence it is very proper_that we 
slioukl make our home :i study iu all its 
details, nnd let each feature receive its 
duo shavo of consideration. 
It is very 


proper that we spend time and effort 
equally to appreciate the importance 
of the" house of llosli we live in, and to 
avoid cross and 
irreparable errors. 


These cRvclliugs of llcsh and bone are 
designed, by an architect whose plans 
are above criticism, to tho end that the 
dwellers therein may enjoy the happi- 
ness which belongs to pcrfeetorganisius. 
The frame of the body is composed of 
about 211 bones, no two of which are 
alike in shape, but each adapted for ftlo 
purpose for which it was designed and 
working in perfect harmony with its 
fallows. Thus is formed tho skeleton, 
which fills a triple use, as tho frame- 
work of the body, as its mechanism of 
motion, nnd as the protraction to vital 
parts with'n. Nature, here as always 
Economical, has provided that bones 
should be made of two substances, 
ono as hard as ivory, one soft and 
spongy, thus combining strength and 
lightness. In infancy the softer and in 
age tho harder ingredient predomi- 
nates, so that children can stand, with- 
out broken bones, much tumbling and 
rolling about. 
• The framework of the body is held 
together (irmly by cartilages and liga- 
ments, fitted so as togive groat strength 
and freedom of motion. 
Tho joints of 


tho body are in motion from the cradle 
to tho grave, but do notrehisolo act for 
lack of lubrication, because each joint 
is provided with a gland which keeps 
tho joint-forever oiled. Diseases of the 
joints arc painful from tho friction in- 
volved'. Thus, in gout, a deposit of a 
fine, grit-like sand is spread over the 
surface like dust in the eyes, niakinjr in- 
tolerable pains for hearty livers.

spinal column is the connecting link 1 o- 
twceu the upper and lower parts of the 
bodv, formed of twenty-six pieces in 
mlults. 
The three curves which occur 


in it serve to break the force of jars or 
falls. It is the spinal column, and 
its resultant erect posture which marks 
man's superiority over tho beasts of 
a lower order. 
Along the line of the 


vertebra?, in a. well-protected cavity, 
lies tho spinal cord, which may be de- 
scribed as the ncrvo telegraph between 
brain and body. For from the brain go 
forth and ratlinte to all parts of the 
body the nerves, formed of like mate- 
rial, which convey bodily sensations, 
including those of sight, taste, hearing, 
smell and voice, to the conscious mind. 
There is no portion of the body that is 
not touched by the nerves in their 
countless 
ramifications. 
When

strike a foot against a stone tho foot 
is not 
conscious 
of 
it, 
but 
the 


nerves 
carry the 
message to the 


brain, tho brain acts, orders :ind is 
obeyed by tho muscles. Tho nerves 
are nature's wise provision to keep 
bodies from harm. 
Eve'n over the in- 


voluntary processes of the interior or- 
ga'^s the nerves exercise control, ruling 
the actions of tho heart and lungs,with- 
out on;.1 will being called into requisi- 
tion. The bony frame of tho body is 
covered, with muscles, serving the 
double purpose of concealing and man- 
aging the ugly but usofiil skeleton. 
About each minute cluster of muscle 
fibers is bound a sheath which connects 
at the ends of tho muscle directly with 
a tendon of similar composition uniting 
it with tho bone upon which it is de- 
signed to act. By tho shortening and 
lengthening of muscle all motion is 
brought about. They require education 
just as much as the mind. A mind cul- 
tivated at tlio expense of the body gives 
the pale, stooping, sickly-looking speci- 
mens sometimes seen in pulpits, while 
a. body cultivated at the mind's expense 
is to be seen in the acrobat. 
The true 


balance should be sought between these 
extremes.' The skin is the covering oi 
tho house wo live in. Us outer surface 
has no nerves, is worn oil' daily by fric- 
tion, and. is-daily replaced by growth 
from beneath. The true skin under- 
neath is exceedingly sensitive and deli- 
cate. Tiio condition of the skin is im- 
portant to health by reason of the part 
it plays in tho vital economy, by ridding 
the system of waste.

A Chicken Pic. 


This favorite dish requires as a basis 


will-made pastry, which need not, how- 
ever, be of the very richest sort. Tor a 
largo family, or dinner company in v. 
small family (say sixteen persons), a 
gallon baking-dis'h should bo chosen of 
brown or white earthenware. 
Let the 


cook have ready killed four small but 
fat chickens, cut into quarters, the gi,'',- 
z'ards and livers being- carefully ' in- 
cluded among the ingredients. 
Let 


them lie all night iu a cool place, in 
water slightly saltcti. 1'or pastry, allow 
one pound and a half of Hour, six 
ounces of butter, and six ounces of lard. 
Take half the flour and make it up into 
a soft dough with a little cold water, a 
teaspoonful of salt, and a small portion 
of tho butter and lard already measured 
out. 
Handle it as lightly as possible, 


and lay the dough upon your pastry- 
board as soon as it will stick together, 
and has been worked smooth. 
Koll it 


out thin, and with a knife put little bits 
of lard and butter all over tho surface; 
dredge thickly over some of the re- 
served half of the flour; ihen fold the 
dough over, making the ends meet in 
tho middle, and roll out again; repeat 
this until all tho butler. Hour and lard 
have been used up, each time dotting 
the whole surface over with butter anil 
lard, and handling lightly. 
It should 


be rolled four times at least, to be prop- 
erly flaky. 
The colder pastry is kept 


during the process of making, the nicer 
it is, anil to this end a marble slab con- 
duces instead of a common 
biscuit 


board. 
Line your baking-dish with a 


layer of this pastry as soon as it is 
ready. Fill the dish up with the pieces 
of chicken, laying them a little care- 
fully, that a nice morsel may conic to 
each slice. 
Add two tablespoonfuls of 


butter (or one quarter of a pound, to be 
exact) cut into small pieces, and dredge 
the chicken plentifully with Hour, that 
the gravy be not watery. 
Now add a 


teacup full of water, seasoning with 
pepper, salt, and parsley or celery. 
Now cover in the chicken with a U>p 
layer of pastry. 
Crimp it prcttilly all 


around the eifges, and set in the stove 
to bake. 
Let the ovoh bo steadily 


heated, but do not let the pastry get 
burned. The best made pic is spoiled 
by careless baking. One hour is enough 
to allow for the baking, if tho chicken 
has boon stewed a little first, which 
should 
always 
be 
done.—llurpcr's

Diet of the Japanese. 


O! 30,000 cows slaughtered in Japan 


hist year, more than one-half were con- 
sumed by foreigners on sliore or ship. 
Foiv natives, except officers in the capi- 
tal, sailors aacl soldiers, eat "beef. Mut- 
tou ami pork beyond the treaty ports 
aro hardly yet known. About 200 va- 
rieties of fish ai-o eaten, one-half of the 
people eating fish every day. The food 
of the mosses is "90 per cent, vegeta- 
ble. " The list of food plants in uso, not 
including sea plants, was prepared for 
he pamphlet, with their analyses, by 
Prof. Edward Kiueh, of tho Tokio Uni- 
versity. 
A largo number of these sub- 


stances are trnknown, or at least unused, 
iii tho United States. Of rice, which 
occupies in its culture one-half of the 
cultivated land, there are 250 varieties 
of seed in the country. Millet is ex- 
tensively used, but bread raised from a 
"sponge " of yeast is hardly yet known 
in tho popular diet, the old .Latin-Por- 
tuguese word pan being, however, in 
use. 
The soybean, which in chemical 


composition closely approaches animal 
fiber, is extensively cultivated. Proba- 
bly no country excels Japan in the va- 
riety of leguminous plants raised for 
food. 
Of tubers and roots, tho sweet 


potato is tho most popular, though, 
strange to say, as much tabooed by the 
aristocratic classes as onions are sup- 
posed to bo among us, Sixteen million 
bushels of these "Satsuma potatoes" 
were produced last year, while the 
•"'Jave" or "Dutch"— our common 
white potato—is loft to foreigners, the 
native palate not liking it. Lily bulbs 
—sixteen varieties—servo as food, boiled 
nnd served with " drawn butter." The 
lotus root is eagorly eaten witliout ob- 
livion of country or decay of patriotism. 
Poppy seeds powdered as condiment, 
infusions of salted cherry blossoms for 
drink, horse-chestnuts and acorns ore 
nmong the articles of diet. 


"Woodmau Si>aro the Tree. 


Within a bow shot of the great town- 


gate of Morat, in Switzerland, stands a 
venerable oak more than 600 years old. 
It was a full-grown troo on the eve of 
tho famous battlo of Morat, when 
Charles the Bold held conference with 
his Generals under the shade of its wide- 
spreading branches. Twenty-four hours 
later the leaders of the Swiss gathered 
round this solf-same tree, and there of- 
fered up thanks to Heaven for their sig- 
nal victory. 
They dispatched a mes- 


senger to Freilburg with the tidings, 
and, in conformity with a foregone ar- 
rangement, confided him a token by 
which tho Federalists of that city might 
recognize him as on accredited" cuvoy. 
This token was a leafy branch, cut from 
the oak in question. Its bearer put 
forth such speed in executing liis mis- 
sion that when ho reached Freilburg he 
had just strength enough left to gasp 
out his message, and then dropped dead 
on tho ground, grasping his oak branch 
to tho lost, Ho was buried where he 
fell, and tho branch, planted on his 
grave, is at the present moment ono of 
the largest and stnnnchcst trees in Eu- 
rope, having completed its 405th year. 


Cooking1 iu Germany. 


English travelers say that in German 


hotels the veal cutlets are deliciously 
cooked but that one tires of them. 
Sometimes when fowl is .ordered each of 
the guests receives ;i chicken. There are 
Englishmen who prefer tho German sal- 
ads to the French. 


STATISTICS of the average number of 


persons who inhabit a house in the vari- 
ous cities of Europe give an excellent 
notion of tho distribution of wealth. 
Among tho larger cities of Western 
Europe, where tho system of family 
houses is dominant, tho average is of 
course Email. Thus, the average for 
Bremen is C} ; for London, 8 ; for Am- 
sterdam, 9 ; for Eome, 12 ; for Cologne, 
13, and for Frankfort-ou-the-Main, 16. 
In other well-known cities tho averages 
aro these: 
Paris, 85; Trieste, 32; 


Buda-Pesth, 33 ; Konigsberg, 25 ; Bres- 
lau, 27 ; Leipsie, 80i ; Berlin, CS, and 
Vienna, 57. 


IT is estimated that the English peo- 


ple consume, on an average, twenty 
pounds of cheese each, every year, or a 
total weight of about 500,000,000 pounds. 
Tho population of the United States is 
more than double that of England, 
whilo tho demand for choose ia less than 
300,000,000 pounds, or less than six 
pounds for each person. If tho Ameri- 
cans were as great cheese eaters as the 
English, wo should require more than 
1,000,000,000 pounds annually.
